Latest Cheating Case 
Hits Humanities 102

j To some college students, cheating is a way of life. It’s a 
means to.justify the ends. 
This statement applies to approximately 30 UNO students

professor of. the course, but numerous complaints from other stu- 


dents caused a cancellation of all scores. 
Another test was given yesterday. 


You really must feel a bit sorry for the Humanities 30° who - 


‘spent hours of endless preparation writing their so-called “cheat 
sheets’’.and installing them in properly.concealed places—only to 
find out three days later that their scores were nullified. 
_ You must also commend, however, honest students who com- 
Lhe to Lane about the answering methods used by fellow stu- 
en 
‘Second Incident in Two Years - 


The Humanities 102 cheating occurrence is the second inci- — 


dent in two years to hit the UNO campus. In December 1968, 
large scale cheating, reported by students and teaching assistants 
alike, caused a Psychology 101 exam to be thrown out. 

In that case, identical multiple choice exams were given to 
four different class sessions on two different days. 

The Humanities 102 course at 12:30 p.m. in the Engineering 
Building, Room 101, is the only section offered this semester. 
Over 300 students are enrolled in the course. The first test, which 
composes 30 per cent of the final grade, consisted of matching, 
identification and an essay question. 


Lane explains about the type of-test he gave: ‘‘We’ve rejected P 


the multiple choice machine-graded system, even though it 
. doesn’t seem to be a threat in our class. We stress the essay be- 
cause the student can draw on his own knowledge and write about 
what he knows best.’ 
‘Not Enough Time’ 

Many of the students who took the test Sonipialved of the 
lack of time given to finish the exam. One coed expounded on the 
situation stating that it was an easy exam, but that there wasn’t 
enough time to write what she wanted. 

The same girl was upset when she learned there was to be 
another test, “I don’t think it is fair to penalize everybody be- 
cause a few people wanted to cheat. I’m willing to weigh my 
grade with those who had to use other means to get the answer.” 

Some students.are, pleased with the unexpected results. Others 
are extremely mad because they destroyed their notes and have 
nothing to study from for Tuesday’s second exam. 

It wasn’t an easy decision for Lane and his staff of. Jean 
Boatright, Catherine Bugg, Cam Northouse and Tobi Golonka to 
make. Several sources were checked out and conclusive evidence

American Pocketbooks’ 


“We must find ways to talk 

about the issues,” said Sam 
Brown in relationship to up- 
coming moratorium activities. 
. Brown, the national coordi- 
nator for the Vietnam Mora- 
torium Committee spoke to an 
audience of 100 students in the 
Student Center on the planned 
rea march to Je held 
April 15 

“A recent Gallup Poll indi- 
‘cated that 47 per cent of the 
people want us out of Vietnam 
within a year, We must show 
them that the war is eating 
away at the pocketbooks of 
middle America’, he said. 

Brown continued stressing 
that the budget proposed by 
Richard Nixon allots 53 per cent 
for defense and the military 
establishment, 


“If you are going to have a 
successful citizens - taxpayers 
rally you must find the respon- 
sible citizens in your commu- 
nity and seek their support,” he 
said, 

He urged the Students to con- 
tact doctors and explain to them 
that medical research has been 
cut by 70 per cent because of 
the Vietnam War. 

He cited the slowdown in con- 
struction and the rise in un- 
employment as other factors 
that could be influential in re- 
cruiting business leaders. 

' Brown on a tight speaking 
engagement schedule, concilud- 
ed by saying: “We must have 
More money to build here and 
less to destroy there. Also, we 
must make it clear that the 
anti-Vietnam War movement 
has not gone away.”

_ own mind; concepts of traditional practices utilized by the church - 
and leading to. its apparent inability to relate to this. generation. 

The young people, for instance, have had a front row seat in 
watching governmental institutions grow too bulky and burden- 
some ‘to serve as effective problem-solvers to man’s essential cor- . 
poral needs.. 

“Yet in our time the church has developed a bureaucracy of 
‘ awe-striking. proportions, paralleling that of government and 
serving to alienate the young. 
¥or example, the assets of the Roman Catholic Church in this 
» country exceeds the combined total assets of United States Steel, 
- General Motors and AT&T: 

In an age of question and reason, the’ church’ continues to 

’ stress. unacceptably uniform standards: of Christian belief. 
’ - Lest -we forget, these standards were -also- unacceptable to 
Jefferson .and Washington, mental giants of their own generation 
200 years ago. 

Although these times see a decreasing emphasis put on for- 

‘malism by the young people, the church in general -has clung to 

the rituals. of the past. The recent changes in the mass of the 

Roman Catholic church has not gone unnoticed or unweleomed :

Garrett, who ‘lives ‘in the ielnity of 69th and Fort Streets, 
said the screen at the Skyview Drive-in Theatre, 72nd and Hart- 


man, can be viewed from homes in Oe area and not to mention, - 


the heavily traveled streets, 

Because many of the families in the Northwest Omaha vicin- 
ity have several young children who could possibly view the Sky- 
view screen from home windows, yards and the streets, Garrett, 
who was accompanied in the Council ‘Chambers by about 50 
members of the Hartman Elementary School P-TA, asked the 
seven-member City. Council for support. 

Recently the controversial X-rated film, “Fanny Hill,” was 
shown at the Skyview and Garrett said when driving his wife and 
three children, ages 13,.12 and 10 to a hockey game, the nudity 

‘and sexual acts being shown on the screen were clearly visible. 

Several other members of the Hartman P-TA group reported 
the X-rated movie was visible from at least three nearby streets. 

City Officials including Mayor Eugene Leahy viewed “Fanny 
Hill” from a residential area near the Skyview prior to last 
week’s Council meeting. 

Garrett in a prepared statement read to the Council last Tues- 


day stated: ‘We parents are being told by our ‘educators, law. -

. The 12-year Omaha resident agrees that one “can't. legislate 
morals” and emphasizes he is not trying to do this. ‘‘College 


students need to think” says Garrett in noting that UNO ‘students... 


should realize that in a few years they will be parents. Students 
should ask themselves what they would do in such a situation, 
says Garrett. “Would they want their kids Viewing “Fanny Hin” 
from their front yard?” 

The UNO Technical Institute professor _ admits that many 
drive-in theatre patrons are college students, especially when 
X-rated films are shown, but, does not feel it would be too much 
of an inconvenience to ask X-rated outdoor movie lovers to go to 
” indoor theatres. When ‘Fanny Hill” was being shown at the Sky- 
view recently, it was also being shown at two affiliated indoor 
theatres in town. 

Having to go to indoor theatres “Would cut down on attend- 
ance at X-rated films Garrett says, in admitting that such films 
are against his morals. However, he added such films reduce | 
family attendance at outdoor theatres. 

‘Any action which might be taken on Garrett's proposal will 
have to await an investigation by the City’ Legal.

Kerns attended Central 
High School in that city and 
played four years of baseball, 
batting .419 his senior year. 

When the Indians competed 
in the area playoff in St. Jo- 
seph in 1968, Kerns took the 
opportunity to talk with Coach 
Virgil Yelkin and expressed an 
interest in playing ball at UNO. 
He enrolled at UNO in the fall 
of 1969. 

At 6-1 and 175 pounds, Kerns 
is quietly optimistic about this 


year's team’s chances for suc- 


cess. 

The competition was stiff at 
second base last year and it 
took Kerns three games to 
finally become the starter. 
However, once he was given a 


chance to show what he could. 


do, Kerns took over the second 
base job and appeared in the 
final 24 games. . 

He earned District 11 Honor- 
able Mention honors in 1969. 

-Kerns will never make any- 
one forget former Indian great 
Bohby Davis at second base 
with his glove, but he has grey- 
hound-like speed and is more 
than adequate in executing the 
' double play. Kerns hit .297 last 
spring. He can win a ball game 
in more ways than one.
